Late Marine Disaster. 

Giaseow, Feb. 7.— The owners of 
the Glen line of steamers state that 
they believe the steamer sunk by the 
British bark Largo Bay off Beachy 
Head on Monday night was the Glen- 
coe of that line. The Glencoe carried 
a crew of fifty-eight men. No passen- 


gers. 

Loxpox, Feb. 7.—The Glencoe was 
bound from Liverpool for London, and 
was last reported as she passed Prawle 
Point on Monday. It is ascertained 


beyond a doubt that she was the vessel 
sink. She was a three-masted, iron 
drew steamer of 900 tons. 

The crew of the Glencoe numbered 
fiftv-two men, including twenty-three 
“hinamen. A tempest was raging at 
the time of the accident, the snow fall. 
ing so thickly that it was im ible 
for the lookout on either vessel to see 
the lights of the other until a collision 
was inevitable. The Glencoe forged 
ahead, trying to cross the 1 Bay’s 
bow, but failed, and ran at fnll speed 
into the bark, demolishing ten feet of 
her bow. The Largo Bay would also 
have sunk had she not been provided 
with water tight sections. crew 
of the bark saw nothing further of the 
‘teamer, but could make out her crew 
struggling in the water. It was im- 
possible, however, to render them any 
assistance, all of the Largo Bay’s boats 
being smashed. The wind blew with 
such force that the sails of the bark 
were torn to shreds and a boy was car- 
ried overboard The bark weathered 
the storm until rescued and towed into 
Cowes. 


A Lens Examination. 

Lonpon, Feb. 7.—The Parnell Com- 
mission reconvened this morning with 
witness Beach, alias LeCaron, still on 
on the stand. He explained certain 
geometric designs in the constitution of 
the united sections as being symbols 
for the secretary and treasurer. In 
March, 1884, witness attended a dis- 
trict convention of the united sections, 
at which Sullivan and Lamarny were 
present. At a convention of the re- 
united sections, now known as the 
United Brotherhood, held in June, 
1888, a delegate from Detroit, where 
Lamarny’s widow lives, brought up 
the question of supporting her, because 
of Lamarny’s services to the Brother- 
hood.

A Taxpayer's Araument on the 
Klection and Letter. 


Editor DPnterprise: On Monday, 
the llth day of February, 1889, there 
will be an election througtipat the 
State of Nevada, fur the ratification or 
rejection of certain proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the State. 

This election has been called by an 
Act of the present Legisiature, now in 
session, because of the necessity, or at 
least apvarent necessity, of appealing 
to the people, and ascertaining their 
jadgmevt on the question involved b 
fore the adjournment of the present 
Legislature. 

To await two years longer, it was 
supposed, would result in great losses 
to the taxpayers of the State, and 
hence it was the part of wisdom to act 
at omce, 

The Legislature accordingly passed 
a special election law to enable the 
people to pass on these pro 
amendments to the Constitution, so 
that, in case of the adoption of them, 
the Legisiature might proceed to 
such laws as would give effect to the 
amendment and to the proposed 
change of public policy, and in case of 
rejection, the whole subject might be 
dro and the Siaie be permitie’ to 
dri in the eld way, towards 
higher higher taxation, with tax- 
able property decreasing in quanti y 
and value, and the eutlook for the 
future of the Siate becem:ng darker 
each year. 

The Lagielature accordingly appro- 
priated $15,000 out of the State Treas- 
ury to pay the expenses of this eleoc- 
— — money-saving B ong. money- 
makiog proposition te the le of 
the State at large. 8 5 

What was the apparent necessity for 
this election on the part of the Leg- 
ee in thus appealing to the peo- 
ae ö complete, and should 
be to every taxpayer and 

-owner ia the State. 

It will be remembered that at the 
last election, in November, 1888, some 
ot these gmendments were 
subm le and were vo ed 
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four per cent. and which are 
selling for $127 on $100 in open 
market. 


It is now impossible to invest this 
money, upon the interest of which de- 
pends the education of our children, 
atany greater interest than twe per 
cent. perannum. l 

Another amendment permits the 
Legisla ure to consolidate certain Con- 
stitutjonal county offices and to take 
other steps now forbidden, by whicb 
money can be saved, and government, 
Sate and county, cheapened to the 
people without cutting dewn salaries. 

Anotber amendment, No. 22, pro- 
poses to remove the restriction now 
upon the ure to license a on- 
tery and to derive a revenue from that 
source for the support of the govero- 
ment. It is not silly, short-sighted 
and unjus', then, for any editor or 
ether persen to aivise the pemple to 
vote No on all the amendments, in 
view of the financial condition of our 
State, present and prospective, simply 
because the re bas appropri- 
sted $15.000 to cover the expenses of 
the election to be held? 

Sume newspapers have taken this 
ground and are to-day asking people 
to vote No upon something that, there- 
vy, they would prevent the expendi- 
‘ure ot this sum or restore it to the 
Treasury. Is it not rather evidence of 
spleen and vindictiveness than a level- 
headed dmposition to fairly consider 
the subject in hand, aud — the 
‘axkpayer upon whuse shoulders fall 
the burden of maiataining the State 
Government? The bare siatement of 
the proposition carries witb u refuta- 
tation. If theamendment respeciing 
the invextment of the school money, 
the $360,000 and upwarda, prevaiis, 
the increased interest of that sam 
alone will more than doubly pay the 
ex penses of the election. 

If the amendment in relation to per- 
mitting the Legislature in ite judg- 
ment to license a luttery prevaiis, the 
minimum inceme from that source 
alone, which has even been su, gested 
or intimated, would more than four 
fimes pay all the expenses of the elec- 
tion before the meeting of the next 
Legisiature. 

Aud if tunis be true, which none can 
successfully deny, whet more can be 
said about the wisdo ef this amend- 
ment, when we consider the invreased 
receipts of the State Treasury from 
hes two sources for all future years, 
in case these two amend ments are sup- 
ported by a majority of the peopie 
voling thereon a tbe election next 
Monday? 

The smallest amount of license per 
annum which ha- been suggested by 
ibe friends of the Lottery amendment 
atany time, and which ameunt was 
named in the bill ‘Which pass d both 
branches of the Legislature two years 
go and which was vetoed by the Guv- 
or nor on constititional grounds alone, 
was $40,000. Toe adoption of the-e 
twe amendinenis alone would add to 
the State’s receipts annually $60 000— 
$120,000 between sessions of the Legis- 
lature—and not one cent would be 
addad te the burdens of ourtax-ridden 
people. ; 

The interest on our school money 
would be paid by some other 8 ate in 
the Union, and paid out by Nevada to 
the educators of our children. 

The iseome from the license to the 
lottery—say $40,000 per annum— 
would come from abroad, and would 
be paid out either to our officers or to 
support our charitable institutions 
the Insane Asylum or Orphans’ 

Home, or to Nevada workinginen for 
the construction of reservoirs over 
Nevada to save the water running to 
waste in early spring, for the irrigation 
of our arid lands and the making of 
permanent homes, thes i» turn creat- 
ing more taxable property for the sup- 
port of the governments, State aud 
ceunty, 

Tt will‘not do, in the present circum- 
stances for any one, even might tie be 
a professional moralist, to pooh - pon 
the propo-iction of licensing a lotiery, 
and for that purpose removing the 
present Constitutienal restriction upon 
the Legislature. 

It must be remembered that at the 
election next Monday no particular 
bill er law is befure the people at all, 
and if the people defeat these amend- 
ments te which I have called attention, 
it will be final as to all for many years 
to come, Tney cannot be revived un 
til afier they have passed two con- 
secutive Legislatures to be bereafter 
chosen, and again subinitied to the 


SS 

vat are the arguments in favor of 
a lottery in Nevada, and in favor of so 
amending the Constitution as to per- 
mit the Legislature to liceuse one? 

We must remember that our State 
is declining in population and wealth. 
However disagreeable the facts may 
be to us, it is the duty of every tax- 

ayer to look them squarely in tbe 
ace and to deduce such convlusions 
as are legitimate and necessary from 
the facts. The first thing we know, it 
will become a serious question of law 
and statesmanship as te how a Sta‘e 
Government may be permitted to 
lapse into a territorial form of go ern- 
ment, or to be annexed to some other 
State. in view of the «tubbern fact that 
it will be impossible to maintain a 
State Government upon the high and 
pretentious plane of that of Nevada, 
with a num of State officials and a 
range of salaries larger than most 
Siates in the Union. We probably 
reached the maximum of population 
and wealth in 1876, twelve years after 
the State came into the Union. 

For two or three years after that, 
aud during the gieat output of bullion 
by the bonanza mines up to 1879, we 
almost beld our own. 

At the Presidrntial election in 1876 
we cast in the neighborhood of twenty 
thousand votes. At the Presidential 
election in 1888 we cast a little over 
twelve thousand votes. What has 
been the cause of the decline in our 
population and wealth is immaterial. 
It was probably the demonetization of 
silver in 1878, 

To illustrate the decline or oblitera- 
tiem of certain sources of revenue— 
which decline every sensible man 
permanent tor 
an indefinite time—let us look at cer- 
tain statistics derived from the report 
of tue Controller for the different years 
mentioned; 

The State of Nevada received from 
the baliion tax alone in 1875 $163,032; 
in 1876, $217,508; in 1877, $216,287; in 
1878, $207,413; in 1868, $18 983. 

The above figures c-ver the entire 
amount received into the State Treaa-

something equal for the purposes of 
taxation to the construction of a sec- 
ond Central Pavific railroad from the 
California to the Utah line, 450 miles 
long, at $11,000 per mile, for the next 
twenty-five years. 

It would be equal to the construc 
tion or bringing in o existence in the 
S ate for purposes of Siaie taxation 
of ten railroads like the Virginia &

Suing op at night drinking whisky, 
associating with dissolute people, 
making nome unbappy ar: d often s- 
ing all, characterize many of these 


games.

No 
demor..lizativo ; no great loss; no bad 
associations. N 

Out upon such alleged moral argu- 
ments when the same persons favor 
our present license system. 

The other benefits to the State from 
a lottery are numerous. We must ac- 
knowledge that thousands of dollare 
now go away monthly to the Louis- 
iana Lottery. This will in a measure 
remain a home. If the lottery should 
be a success hundreds of thousands of 
dallars will come into the State to the 
offices of the company, which will be 
here, and nearly or quite all will be 
paid out in our State. It follows that 
much of it will be expended in our 
midst, 

Several hundred first-class employes 
will be given employment in different 
branches of the business, and taxable 
property will be created, buildinus 
will be erected, new homes made and 
the beadquarters of the company will 
necessarily become a great money 
center, 

We should not be misled by the dis- 
gruntied arguments of alleged mora!- 
ists, but all vote Amendment No 22— 
Yea, TAXPAYER.

SOME RARE BIBLES: 


Curious Editions Lately Acquired by the 
British Museum. 


Among the most important scquisitions 
made by the trustees of the British Museum 


during the year are the following works: A 


Bible in the Georgian language, in folio, 
printed at Moscow in 1748 at th expense of 
Prince Bakar, the son. of King Vachtang, 
who made use of materials collected by his 
uncle, King Artchyl This book is exces- 
sively rare, as nearly the whole impression 
was destroyed in the burning of Moscow in 
1812. Only ten copies are known to exist, 
and no other edition of the entire Bible has 
ever been printed in the Georgian language. 
Another rare Bible is the one in Armerian, 


printed at Amsterdam in 1666, quarto, illus — 


trated with numerous wood cuts. as also a 
psalter in Armenian, printed at Venice in 
1565, octavo. This book was thefirst produc: 
tion of the Armenian press, established by 
Abgar at Venice, and is believed to be the 
-first portion of the Bible printed in Arme 
nian. To theseshould be added Archbish, 
op Parker’s rare work, entitled De Anti 
quitate Eeciesie Brittanice, printed in 
Lambeth Palace, by John Day, in 1572, folio, 
and interded for private distribution among 
the friends of the Archbishop.
